ProFessor F. T. GREEN CaLLep By DEATH 

Professor FRANKLIN T. Green, Emeritus Dean of the College of Pharmacy of 
the University of California, passed away on February m, 1944, at the age of cighty 
years. Born in California in 1863, he saw during his lifetime the growth of all of the 
major institutions of learning on the Pacific Coast. He was teaching at the old 
Toland Medical College at the time it became a part of the University of Califor- 
nia. His colorful and forceful personality made him an energetic and stimulating 
teacher. Even at an advanced age he retained an active interest in his professional 
work, and his private laboratory on Fell Street was a rendezvous of many distin- 
guished visitors. At the time of his death, Professor Green had been a member of 
the California Academy of Sciences for forty-eight years.
